OTICE  is  hereby  given  that  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  3  of  the  “  Plant  Protec¬ 
tion  Act,”  chapter  217  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes 
of  British  Columbia,  1936,”  the  following  regu¬ 
lations  have  been  approved  by  Order  in  Council 
No.  204,  dated  February  17th,  1942: — 

1.  The  following  described  area  of  land  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  pea-weevil  control  area, 
to  be  known  as  the  “  Creston  Pea-weevil 
Control  Area  ” :  All  that  tract  or  parcel  of 
land  which  comprises  the  area  lying  within 
the  following  surveyed  lots — namely,  Lots  774, 
9999,  10000,  10001,  10002,  13566,  13567,  and 
14878,  situated  in  Kootenay  Land  District. 

2.  For  preventing  the  spread  of  pea-weevil 
( Bruchus  pisorum,  Linnseus)  in  the  pea  crop 
grown  within  the  Creston  Pea-weevil  Control 
Area,  all  lands  in  the  said  area  shall  be  subject 
to  inspection  by  any  inspector  appointed  by  the 
Minister  under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Plant 
Protection  Act.” 

3.  Every  owner,  occupier,  and  every  care¬ 
taker  situated  within  the  Creston  Pea-weevil 
Control  Area  is  hereby  prohibited  from  plant¬ 
ing  in  the  said  area  pea  seed  for  growing  peas 
for  seed  production  or  other  purposes,  unless 
such  seed  has  first  been  fumigated  with  methyl 
bromide,  carbon  bisulphide,  or  other  fumigant. 
Such  material  used,  the  method  of  treatment, 
and  the  results  obtained  shall  be  subject  to 
inspection  and  carried  out  to  the  satisfaction 
of  any  inspector  appointed  by  the  Minister 
under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Plant  Protection 
Act.” 

4.  Every  person  violating  any  provision  of 
or  failing  to  perform  or  carry  out  any  duty 
imposed  by  these  regulations  shall  be  liable,  on 
summary  conviction,  to  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  $25  nor  more  than  $100.
